department Tuesday that is of great-importance. He ruled that it, 
ms not necessary to award a contract to the lowest 
bidder, but

ivork, should also be 'taken into consideration. Thus the low bid- 
der, in the end, might prove to be the highest bidder through de- 
lays or lack of capital to complete his work. That seems, at first 
glance, a good rule, and it would be a good rule, if all 
officials 


ivcre honest and sincere in their efforts 'to carry on public business 
economically. It would mean that contractors like George White, 
for instance, would not.be tying up Scioto county roads, no matter 
lion- low he bid on work. The danger lies in dishonest officials using 
the ruling as an excuse to give contracts to political friends or fa- 
vorites, and this "may .far over-balance, the good .that might result. 
It is an opening wedge to the "good old times" when money was
